To the inhabitants of the Town of Wakefield in the 
County of Carroll in said State, qualified to vote 
in Town Affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town 

Hall in Sanbornville in said Town of Wakefield on 

TUESDAY, the THIRTEENTH day of March next, at 

NINE of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the fol- 

lowing subjects: 

1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
year ensuing. 

2. To raise such sums of money as may be nec- 
essary to defray town charges for the ensuing year, 
and make appropriations for the same. 

3. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the repairs of Highways 
and Bridges. 

4. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the maintenance of Trunk- 
line and State-aid Roads. 

5. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the support of a Public 
Health Nurse to be employed by the Red Cross Organi- 
zation. 

6. Tosee what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropr.ate for the support of Libraries, 
and where it shall be expended. 
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7. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the proper celebration of 
Old Home Week. 

8. Tosee what sum of money the Town will vote 
for State-aid and Trunk-line construction. 


9. To hear the report of the committee appoint- 
ed relative to re-locating and widening that part of the 
Lovell Lake Road at the junction of the same with the 
State Boulevard in Sanbornville, and to see what sum 
of money, if any, the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate therefor. 

10. Tosee what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for a State Aid Bridge over 
Pine Brook at North Wakefield, near the Ossipee line. 

11. To see if the Town will vote to allow Wilfred 
A. Cook to pipe water from the Town well, under proper 
restrictions. 

12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $1000 and such other sum of mon- 
ey as may be necessary, to purchase or build a suitable 
building for housing the Town Tractor and Snow Plow 
and to appoint a committe of three to act in conjunction 
with the Selectmen as a building committee. | 


13. To see what action the Town will take rela- 
tive to leasing or purchasing a Tractor and Snow Plow 
and to see what sum of money the Town will raise and 
appropriate for the same. | 


14. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for Street Lighting in the vil- 
lages of Sanbornville, Wakefield Corner, Union and 
East Wakefield. 
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15. To hear the report of the Town Forest com- 
mittee. 


16. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to lay out as a public highway that portion 
of the already existing private highway beginning at 
a gate at land of Frank J. Brackett at the foot of Goudy 
Hill, so-called; thence following said private highway 
in a southeasterly direction toward the shore of Lov- 
ell Lake to a stake and stones a distance of thirty-three 
hundred (3300) feet from said gate, when a proper pe- 
tition for the layout of such highway shall have been 
filed with said Selectmen. 


17. To transact any other business that may le- 
gally come before said meeting.

GAFNEY LIBRARY 


Report of Library from Feb. 1, 1927 to Feb. 1, 1928 

With the close of January we complete our second 
year in the new Gafney Library. Owing to the nature 
of the work, the report bears a striking ee to 
that made last year. 

The Library has been open on Tuesdays, Thurs- 
days and Saturdays, afternoon and evenings, and on 
Sunday afternoons during the winter season. 

The attendance for the year has been 7125. The 
circulation by classes has been: | 


Fiction 3073 
Juvenile 2632 
Magazines 550 
Non-fiction 340 


making the total circulation 6595. 

Our best month is always August. In August 
1926 the attendance reached the high-water mark of 
708, while in August 1927 the circulation was 789, the 
largest of any single month. 
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The number of books added during the past year 
has been 288, the number of borrowers 888. Of this 
number 131 are on out-of-town list. 

We have been able to supply five stations with 
books regularly. The South Wakefield Station has 
-been longest on our list. The books here have been 
exchanged 38 times. 


Besides the supplies sent to regular stations, a col- 
lection of books and magaz_nes was sent in October to 
the Carroll County Farm for the use of the people of 
this institution. 


In June the Library was put on the list of libraries 
having books from the Carnegie Endowment Fund, a 
fund called the Carnegie Endowment for International 
Peace. The books supplied are very attractive in ap- 
pearance and are suitable for the average reader.

HEALTH WORK 


_ Health work in the schools has been continued 
under the direction of Mrs. Agnes T. Weeks, R. N. 
Her report will follow. 

During the last Christmas vacation several cases 
of scarlet fever appeared in Sanbornville, including 
some school children. I am aware that some parents 
were opposed to having the schools opened at the time 
scheduled by the school calendar. 

For the benefit of these few individuals I will say 
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that the State Board of Health advises against the 
closing of schools because of a few cases of a contagi- 
ous disease in the community. 

Accordingly the schools were opened as_ usual. 
The pupils were closely watched by the school nurse 
and local health officer. Daily inspections were made 
for a week or more. The wisdom of this course is 
proven by the fact that only one case of scarlet fever 
developed among the pupils in the schools. 

You may be sure that under modern conditions 
the health of the pupils will be carefully guarded and 
every precaut.on taken to prevent the spread of any 
contagious disease. You should remember, however, 
that there have been many changes in medical pro- 
cedure in the past twenty-five years and that what was 
considered the proper thing to be done in 1900 may not 
be so considered today. We shall at all times act under 
the best advice provided by the State.
